REPORTS:
Virginia Apprenticeship Alumni Association (VAAA):

Chairman Kemp, also the VAAA President reported that a regudating would take place right after
the Council meeting to announce the recipient of tharihual Scholarship to a VAAA member.

Gary Duff announced that the annual golf tournament will be heldepte®ber 17, 2009 at the
Hollows. The cost for a team went up slightly but individual rate stayed the same.

Virginia Employment Commission (VEC):

Commissioner Esser remarked that there does not appear to beoratumaground in the state
unemployment rate yet. Virginia has moved into Tier |l dndd by three consecutive months of
6.0% unemployment. That will bring 13 additional weeks of unemploymentainse provided
directly by the federal government, not the unemployment insuraustefund. The fund is currently
paying out 25 million dollars per week and could be depleted as early as October, 2009.

The VEC itself is hiring 300 employees and is opening Express offices to haadielume of claims.
Virginia Community College System (VCCY):

Gloria Westerman said that the VCCS s finishing its yat reports and will be able to report on
those numbers at the next meeting. Also, the Wizard, the interémtivbuilt by VCCS to be a one-
stop shop of access to career related links will hopefully havadditional floor that features
Registered Apprenticeship. She will arrange a demonstration of the Wizafdtate meeting.

U.S. Department of Labor, Office of Apprenticeship:

No report.

Division of Registered Apprenticeship:

Ms. Bev Donati gave the details of the various grants beitigeatiby the Division. They are just
wrapping up a 25 thousand dollar grant that helped with materialapatat and website
enhancements. Additionally, the Division was awarded a 400 thousandgtaltain stimulus funds
that is in the MOU stage right now.

Also being worked on are two projects. One is for a densadtast which is a program that will offer
a career pathway. The other is with the Army National Guardhwisi a pilot program. The best

feature of that program is that the occupational titles aceratognized in the private sector so that
the credential helps in the transition of the service men and women.
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Department of Labor and Industry:

Commissioner Davenport said that the Agency is in another round of bauidgdhe amount not yet
determined. He reported that the most recent reconvened seasian additional 237 thousand
dollars from DOLI's budget. The Governor announced earlier thek vhat the statewide budget has
an additional hole of 300 million dollars. Commissioner Davenport reghditat he along with
several other Labor agency heads met with Secretary Sotisedf).S. Department of Labor and
discussed issues with the changes in the CFR29 29 regulations.
